The cabinet crisis cono's at a most 
draawtle momeat, when the Kranco- 
aerman contest baa reached a deci- 
sive nfsKc and may exert an import- 
ant ailvei influence on Hie .Mgeei- 
ras eonferenoe ami on Kuropean af- 
laln.
